0 THE 0 UNITY OF THE FAITH.” 


THE Apostle Paul, iu his epistle to the Ephesians (iv, 1¹ 10, gives us a rule 
dy which we may oome to a unity of the faith. He says, And He gave some, 


Apostles; and some, Prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, pastors and 
teachers; for the perfecting of the Saints, for the work of the ministry, for 
the pditying of the body of Christ.: till we all come to a unity of the faith, 


and of the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, anto the measure 
of the stature of the fullness of Christ.” If Paul's teachings are worthy of 
acceptance, and he is to be regarded by modern religionists as a correct ex- 
pounder of pure Christian theology, why not accept his doctrine and apply the 
rule he has laid down in order to bring mankind into “one faith“ and one 
baptism ?” We believe that Paul meant exactly what he said, and that no 
other interpretation can possibly atand than that which the language itself 


. denotes, for it is plain and can be easily understood by the most illiterate. 


We have no other idea ourselves, but what Paul meant by the words the 
mnity of the faith,” a uniformity, oneness, or state of being one, according to 


the modern accepted definition of the term unity. We cannot imagine that 
the Apostle intended to convey any other meaning than that, in order to bring 
mankind to a unity or oneness of faith in Christ, there must necessarily exist 
on the earth, Apostles, Prophets, &c. That which characterized or constituted 
Christianity in the days of Jesus, and of Paul, must necessarily characterize or 


- gonatitute Christianity to-day,—otherwise it cannot possibly, by any mode of 
argument or common sense, be said to exist. Christ being the founder of 
‘Ghristianity, based his system of salvation on eternal principles—principles 
without beginning or end—and the slightest deviation from the established 
order is nothing less than apostacy ; and a comparison drawn between the 
orthodox Christianity of the Apostles, and what we do not hesitate to pro- 
nounce the heterodox Christianity of modern times, plainly: ‘shows a very wide 
deviation. The fact of there being at present so many divisions of (so-called) 
Christianity condemns modern sects assuming that name, and exhibits, at least, 
a wide departure from the unity of the faith“ so strongly advocated and up- 
held by the Apostles. One and one make two; but by no rule of mathematics 
@in one and one, or two and two, be made to count one. Consequently, when 
‘Paul said there i is one Lord, one faith, one baptism,” he limited. them to 


that number, and he meant exactly the same thing when he said that Apos- 
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tles, Prophets, &c., wers e 10 produce 4 unity or, in other words, a 


oneness of faith. 

If the present motley combination or ‘amalgamation of so-called Christian 
ereeds can ‘be proven to be the Christianity of the Apostles, or the unity of 
the faith referred to by Paul, we should be- pleased to learn what disunity 
means. We are informed that, notwithstanding there now exist numerous 
and various systems of religion, each professing to possess the plan of salva- 
tion, all are combined or united in their faith in Jesus Christ. Because these 
differing creeds—Roman Catholics, Protestants and Dissenters—profess to 


believe in the Bible, we are told they are all, in an amalgamated form, the 
body of Christ. This kind of reasoning may be satisfactory to those who 
entertain such views, but we confess we cannot see any consistency in it. We 


fail to see where unity can be said to exist when the creeds which go to make 
up modern Christianity are constantly at war with each other. But,” says 


one, though we may differ, and contend one against another on Scriptural a 


doctrine and the exact mode of Divine worship, we. all believe in Jésus Christ 
and the Bible.“ Then why divide and sub- divide among yourselves? Surely, 
anity and good feeling are more desirable than this religious warfare which 


has been going on for many hundreds of years past. If all who believe in 


Christ and the Bible are to be saved and will participate in the joys of heaven 
without regard to sect or creed, then why differ with one another? and where 


is the benefit of this division? David said, Ho good and how pleasant it 


is for brethren to dwell together in unity ;” but mankind in the present-day 


appear to think differently to David. Jesus did not desire to see discord and 


division among his disciples ; on the contrary, he taught them to be united, 


that they might be one as he and the Father were one. He likewise taught 


them to pray Thy will be done in earth, 4s it is in heaven,” and we do not 
believe that there is even the shadow of Soc in the celestial presence. 


Without the gifts and offices which characterized the primitive Church and 


which Paul speaks of in his epistle, the Saints cannot be perfected, the mini- 
stry cannot proeeed, neither can the Church be edified. The cause of all the 
' divisions, coufusion, discord and animosities ; and of there being so many 
- faiths, lords and baptisms, is, because mankind have neither Apostles, Pro- 


phets, nor the gifts of the Spirit formerly possessed by the Saints. These 


offices and gifts were given to the Church that the people might be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and carried about with every wind of doctrine, by 
the sleight of man, and cunning craftiness, whereby they lie in wait to de- 
_ @eive.” Through the people having rejected Apostles, Prophets and the gifts 
of the Spirit, since Paul wrote his epistle, and because they have heaped to 
themselves teachers having itching ears, Co., we find that, in these days, the 
cunning craftiness of men has succeeded in Pein niankind that there is 


no need for these offices and gifts, and consequently, they are being tossed to 


and fro with every wind of doctrine. Such will continue to be the case until 
mankind acknowlege the authority now rejected. When they return to the 
ancient faith,—to that ‘‘once delivered to the Saints,’ ’—they will see eye to 
eye and agree on all questions involved in their salvation, for the Spirit which 
emanates from the Father will unite the hearts of men and cause 9 to 


ene and worship alike.

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE.

on this occasion, over one hundred being present. I preached to them for 
three-quarters vf an hour; and before I had finished a dog fight took place in

I thought I was doing pretty well, for when an Euglishj- 
man in Yorkshire would rather stay aud hear a man preach than see a dog- 
fight, it is a good sign.

‘thing for his child and require nothing 
in return, but the sooner the child is 
taught to deny himself in order to 
serve others, his parents, his brothers 
and sisters, the more certainly will 
whatever is noble in him be developed.

The habit of improving one’s time 
is of importance that can hardly be 
over-estimated.
